THE LARGEST SHIPS AFLOAT. 


The Fronoch fiva-master France is the 
largost aniling ship afloat, She was 
launched in Septoraber 1890, front the yard 
of Messrs. D. W, Henderson at Partick, for 
Bordos et Fils,,and ber dimensions are as 
follows: Length 861 feet, breadth 49 feot, 
depth 26 fect. Her net register tonnage 
is 3,624, with o sail oroa of 49,000 square 
feet; not long since shé carried nn enor- 
mous cargo of 6,600 tous of coal on her 
maiden pussago from Barry to Rio de 
Janeiro. Tho largest British ship ia the 
Liverpool, of 8,880 tons, built of iron by 
Mesirs, Rassoll & Co., on tho Clyde. 
She is 383 foet long, 48 feet broad, snd 23 
fest deep. Her jour masts are each square: 
riggod ; but shois far from clumsy aloft, 
is easily handled, and “har ran fourteen 
knots an hour for 1 whole day. Next io 
size is the Palgrave of 8,078 tons. The 
United: States ship Shenandoah, of Bath, 
Maino, built by Mexers, Sewal'& Co. of 
that port, is tho largest wooden vessel in 
existanco, She is:3.258 tong register, and 
willcarry about 5,000 tous of henvy cargo, 
She hag just loft San Branoisco, Ca‘ifornia, 
with 114,000 ecentcla of wheat, worth 
176,000 dols. This is tho largest grain 
cargo on record. Another wooden vessel, the 
Ra: pehanaock, also built st Bath, Maine, 
is §,058-tonn register, cost 125,000 dols.; 
and 706 tong of Virginia onk, together 
with 1,200,00) foet of pine timber, were 
used in her construction, The largest 
British wooden ship is the Three Brothers, 
of 2,463 tons. register, built at Boston, 
United States, iu 1855, Sho is 823 feet
